SUGGESTIONS. 


Parents are advised strongly to help plan courses of stndy for 


their children. The work will then be more purposeful, Remember 
,the*chools should be run for your boy or jrirl, and if subjects are not 
afforded that should be, remember tliat a general demand will surely 
be heeded by those In autliority. In arranging a course, the required 
units should always be taken as they occur. A considerable liberty 
will be allowed In clwosing'elective subjects, but It will be seen that 
they are arranged In groups. The languages form one group, com- 
mercial subjects another, etc. So far as possible then, (and making 
due allowance for misfits of early choices) subjects should follow in 
natural groupings. Students preparing for some particular college 
or university should look up Its entrance requirements and plan to 
meet them fully. 


Tl)e follpwing are requirements to graduate from the several 


• courses: Latin course, four units'of Latin; Modern Classical course, 


four units of Latin and two of German; Science course, two units of 
any language and all th« science offered; English course, no language 
required; Commercial course, four units of commercial brandies.' 


Five year course. Many of our best schools now advise five year 


courses for students that have the time. This Is very much to be 
desired for college preparatory students who are Immature and too 
young to send away from lx>me. Others, too, may well take time to 
master all the subjects offered In the'home high school. In this way 
they may graduate from more than one course. 


Study Iwurs should be as strictly observed by students attending 


a home high school as would be eipected and demanded at a board- 
ing scliool. Tlie high school work Is planned on the basis that from 


' two to four hours home study can be given and parents sliould see 


that this home study work Is systematically done. Teachers will be 
very glad to co-operate with parents in trying to secure faithful work 
on the part of students.
